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MORSE INDICTED 
IN $100,000 DEAL. 


Grand Jury Charges Him with 
Grand Larceny in Dis- 
counting Note and 
Using Money. 


DUMMY LOANS ARE FOUND 


Deposed Banker on Ocean Bound 
for America Accused of 
Shady Deals by the 

Score. é 


New York, Feb. 10.—(Special.)—When 
Charles W. Morse returns to these shore on 
the steamer Etruria he will have to face at 
least two indictments for grand larceny. 
The indictments were filed today by the pe- 
clal January grand jury which has been 
investigating the banking cases. The fed- 
eral grand jury is still looking into Mr. 
Morse’s banking methods. 

The indictments against Mr. Morse are 
based on his stock dealing with ex-Justice 
Morgan J. O’Brien. Although the indict- 
ments were not made public, Mr. Morse not 
being under arrest, it is known in a general 
wey what they contain. Two larceny 
charges are made on one transaction Mr. 
Morse had with Mr. O’Brien in discounting 
a note for $100,000. 

It appears that Mr. Morse got the ex- 
judge to make three notes for $100,000 each 
in payment for $300,000 worth of stock of the 
National Bank of North America, of which 
Mr. Morse had control at the time. Mr. 
O’Brien purchased from Mr. Morse 1,000 
shares of bank stock at $300 a share. There 
was an understanding between Mr. Morse 
and Mr. O’Brien, it is said, that Mr. Morse 
would not have the notes discounted and 
that if Judge O’Brien, at the end of two 
years, had not disposed of the stock at a 
profit, Mr. Morse would take it back at the 
selling price. 


Nature of the Charge. 

Mr. O'Brien made the notes payable te 
himself, and they were indorsed by him and 
by Mr. Morse. This made them negotiable 
at the end of a certain period. Wither at the 
end of the period stipulated tn the notes or 
before the notes matured Mr. Morse dis- 
counted two of them. What he did with the 
other one is not known definitely. It was 
on one of the discounted notes that the grand 
jury acted. 

This note Mr. Morse Had discounted at the 
Mercantile National bank, one of the Morse 
chain of banks. The Mercantile bank gave 
Mr. Morse a check for $100,000. The check 
Was made payable not to Mr. Morse but to 
Morgan J. O’Brien. 

Mr. Morse took the check, according to 
the evidence before the grand jury, and de- 
posited it in the National Bank of North 
America. The check was indorsed: “ Mor- 
gan J. O’Brien, per C. W. Morse. 

Then Mr. Morse ig said to have appropri- 
ated the $100,000 to his own use, the under- 
standing being that Mr. O’Brien had no 
knowledge of the transaction. 


Quick Action by Inquisitors. 


When the grand jury assembled at 2 o'clock 
Mr. O’Brien, Heinze, and Miles M. O’Brien 
were waiting in Mr. Jerome’s office. Heinze 
was president of the Mercantile National 
bank after Mr. Morse got control of it from 
the Goulds. Before that Miles M. O’Brien 
was president, and after the appearance of 
Morse he became a director. 

Mr. Heinze was the first witness examined 
by the grand jury. It took him about ten 
minutes to give his testimony. Then Miles 
O’Brien was called, The ex-judge was the 
last of the trio summoned. Then the grand 
jury heard Elbert Wire, who was cashier of 
the National Bank of North America. 

After that there was quick action by the 
grand jury. Mr. Jerome had a talk with A 
sistant District Attorney Perkine, who draws 
the indictments for the grand jury, and then 
the grand jury marched into Justice Dow- 
ling’s court—Supreme court, criminal branch. 
Five indictments were handed up, but three 
of them were of routine nature. 


Jerome Has Bail Named. 6 
District Attorney Jerome said: There 
are only two indictments im that batch on 
which I will ask to have ball fixed. I think 
$20,000 bail on one will be sufficient to cover 
the two.“ 

It is unusual to ask to have bail fixed onan 
indictment when the defendant is not present 
and ready to furnish bond. There was no 
explanation for this proceeding, and Justice 
Dowling glanced over the two indictments. 
Then he said: 

I think it better to have the bail fixed at 
$10,000 on each indictment.” 

Mr. Jerome made no objection, and the in- 
dictments were filed with the clerk. Morse 
can be informed by wireless that he must be 
ready to put up $20,000 bail when he gets 
here, or go to jail. 


Dummy Loans Are Found. 

The $243,000 claim under which the receiver 
of the National Bank of North America has 
been getting out dozens of attachments isn't 
the only one that the institution has against 
Morse. He got into it for more than $1,000,- 
000. 

How much of thie can be held against him 
personally is a question, for many of the 
loans are in the names of dummies. And 
Charles W. Morse, if the evidence of the Na- 
tional Bank of North America is any indica- 
tion, was not a slouch at getting dummies. 
He didn’t depend altogether on $15 a week 
clerks, but went out into the street and got 
men of A No. 1 standing. 

A good many highly respectable dummies 
have been dropping in at the Bank of North 
America and complaining they didn’t get 
the money for themselves. It was for Mr. 
Morse, merely an accommodation, you know. 

But the accommodation excuse is not going 
to go with Receiver Hanna. He intends to 
hold every one of the Morse dummies who is 
responsible. 

Receiver Hanna and his counsel! have lo- 
cated, all told, about $2,000,000 of securities 
belonging to Morse, but they are pledged for 
all they are worth. 4 

Big “Cleanup” Reported. 

Numerous stories were circulated in Wall 
street today about Morse having cleaned 
up between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 in three 
weeks before he sailed by going short on 
Reading, Union Pacific, and Smelters 

John W. Gates, who is a Morse creditor 
to the extent of $225,000, is said to heve 
made a statement recently that Morse had 
cleaned up a large amount in the market 
since last October. 

Receiver Hanna took the reports of his 
profits seriously enough to have attachments 
issued for twenty brokerage firms with 
which Morse id supposed to have had deal- 
ings recently.

Misfit Soul Mates Accuse Miss 
Marion Grey of Swindling. 


ONLY ONE PAIR SATISFIED. 


Trial of Fair Marriage Broker Begins 
in the Federal Court. 


Marion Grey, alias Leona De Boy, alias 
Mrs. Goodenow, whose flourishing occupa- 
tion of uniting soul mates was broken up by 
the government, had an opportunity yester- 
day to meet gome of her stock affinities in 
United States Judge Landis’ court. She is 
on trial for the offense of using the mails to 
„ defraud. 

There was a considerable company of male 
and fémale affinities from various parts of 
the country on hand to tell their experiences 
in seeking harmonious nm@#tings through the 
agency of the Searchlight clud of Elgin, 
III., into the mysteries of which Miss Grey 
admitted them at §5 per. Some of the affinities 
were satisfied, but more were not, and all of 
them characterized the young matrimonial 
agent’s methods as fraudulent. 

Miss Grey, a tall, lithe young woman, bold 
of countenance and sophisticated of manner, 
did not appear to enjoy thereunion. Dressed 
in a smart white shirt waist with elbow 
sleeves and a band of black at the throat, 
with a black hat surmounting her raven hair 
and shading a pair of snapping black eyes, 
she sat between her attorneys directing the 
eres examination of the affinities which the 
government had gathered together. Once 
she shook her clinched hand at a harmless 
old mate to somebody's soul which he stil! 
is seeking, together with the return of his $5. 
Judge. Landis was obliged to reprimand the 
vindictive young woman. 


“Stung” by Lawyer Peckett. 

The girl heard with comparative equan- 
imity the story of how William Grable of 
Dearborn, Mo., a widower with twelve chil- 
dren, accidentally found his affinity in Miss 
Ida Goforth of Corsicana, Tex., though Miss 
Grey had misrepresented each to the other, 
and how Miss Minnie Coleman, 650 Twenty- 
fifth street, Milwaukee, gave up $5 without 
getting in touch with a spiritual partner.

As Mr. Peckett had been happily 
married for two decades, he felt insulted, 
and as he had been state’s attorney of his 
county and knew something of frauds, he 
turned the literature over to the government 
authorities for investigation. Miss Grey's 
arrest and indictment followed. 


Cupid Draws Color Line. 


Assistant District Attorney Parkin read 
to che jury of staid elderly married men the 
letter received by Mr. Peckett. 

We can please you as to religion, rank, 
or nationality, except colored or Chinese,“ 
it promised, and the lawyer was informed 
that his description had favorably impressed 
a “ client who desires a loving life partner. 
She is a lady of a loving disposition,“ con- 
tinued the letter. We think she is good 
looking, but will let her picture speak for 
itself.” In reply, Miss Grey desired Mr. 
Peckett to state how much property he had 
and whether he considered himself hand- 
some or plain.“ 

Attached to the letter was the photograph 
of a woman, together with a description stat- 
ing that she was a widow, college bred, with 
$88,000 worth of property and an income of 
$3,000 a year. 

The witness testified that he never had an- 
swered a matrimonial advertisement or ad- 
dressed any communication to the Search- 
light club, and that it puzzled him how Miss 
Grey got his address.

The literature contained 
an extensive catalogue of soul mates from 
which Mr. Grable might make selection if 
he wished to lock further and also a cir- 
cular of testimonials of the quick and satis- 
factory results obtained by persons all over 
the country from Mise Grey's system of 


mating. 
Suited Although Decei ved. 


Miss Gofortl, was described by Miss Urey 
as “handsome, wealthy, accomplished in 
music, etc.” 

„Did you find Miss Goforth the same per- 
son represented by the photograph sent 
you?” asked Mr. Shirer.

and was disgusted.

Martin A. Morris, an Evanston photog- 
rapher, testified that Miss Grey sent him 
photographs of seven sample affinities, male 
and female, and he made 1,000 photographic 
copies of each, charging her $7.50. These 
were the pictutes she mailed broadcast over 
the country.

LAUD ROOSEVELT. 
Missouri Republicans Urged 
to Carry Out Policies 
of Président. 


SEE CRISIS TO NATION. 


Secretary Put Forth as Favorite 
Candidate by the State’s 
Legal Leader. 


Karsas City, Mo., Feb. 10.—[Special.]—De- 
tense of the policies of the present adminis- 
tration in dealing with wealthy evildoers 
and pleas for the continuance of these poll 
cies were the basis of addresses by Secretary 
Taft and Attorney General Hadley before 
the Association of Young Republicans of 
Missouri tonight. 

Secretary Taft also urged upon the au- 
dience the need of their efforts in making 
a republican conquest in the south, now that 
the time seems propitious for such a move. 
The men of the south, he said, had forgotten 
in a measure the bitterness against the party 
and were willing to ald in deciding great 
national questions. ignoring the past. 

Referring to the abuses practiced by cor- 
porations, Secretary Taft said: 

“We were passing into a régime of an 
irresponsible plutocracy. During the last 
four years there has been a great awaken- 
ing to this danger, dnd a popular demand 
that lawbreakers, no matter how wealthy 
or how high or powerful their position, 
shall be made to suffer. Under the leader- 
ship of Theodore Roosevelt the republican 
party has not faltered in its determina- 
tion to meet the requirements of the situa- 
tion, and to enact such legislation as may 
be necessary to bring to a close this period 
of illegitimate corporate immunity.” 


Party Stands by Roosevelt. 


Continuing, he said: “There are those 
who have been members of the republican 
party who differ with Mr. Roosevelt in 
respect to the proper course to be taken in 
stamping out these abuses of corporate 
wealth. The great bulk of the republican 
party, however, stands solidly at his back 
in the work which he and the representa- 
tives of the party in congress are doing.“ 
Sceretary Taft spoke of the recent panic 
ard of President Roosevelt's special mes- 
sage to congress. The message contains 
an- answer to the charges made that the ad- 
ministration is responsible for the indus- 
trial depression which has followed,” he 
said. “‘and the sharpness and emphasis with 
which this unfounded attack is met have 
heartened the great body of the people as 
by a bugle call to renewed support of the 
policies of the administration. 

From beginning to end the message shows 
his earnest desire to protect the honest 
business man and the honest laborer, and to 
secure to them the possibility of living under 
the equal administration of the law.“ 


Talks of Negro’s Future. 

Continuing, Secretary Taft said: 

“ Vigorous action and measures to stamp 
out existing abuses and effect reforms are 
necessary to vindicate society as at present 
constituted. Otherwise, we must yield to 
those who seek to introduce a new order of 
things on a socialistic basis. 

The republican party follows the admin- 
istration upon this social and moral reform— 
approves its attitude in favor of the vested 
rights, of maintaining the power of courts, 
of rendering more equal by legislation the 
basis of dealing between employer and em- 
ployé, of strengthening the regulative power 
over railroads and other interstate corpora- 
tions, and of prosecuting those law breakers 
who continue to defy public opinion.”’ 

The future, politically, of the negro in the 
south also was discussed by Mr. Taft. The 
outlook, dark as it is, he said, is not hope- 
less. Even the recent laws aimed at the 
negro voter he declared to be evidences of 
improvement in conditions. He added: 

“The greatest friend the southern negro 
is likely to have is the broad minded southern 
white: man, who sympathizes with the col- 
ored man and knows his value to the south. 
Nor is it unreasonable to hope that the men 
who have already sought to come within 
the law, and avoid violence, will ultimately 
see the wisdom and righteousness’ of the 
equal enforcement of the law of eligibility 
against white and black.“ 


Address by Hadley. 

Attorney General Hadley followed the seo- 
retary’s praise for the president with an ad- 
dress fully as strong in terms of admiration. 
He also extended this praise so as to inciude 
not only Roosevelt but his successor, WIII- 
iam KM. Taft.“ 

The nation, he said, was now facing a 
crisis in its affairs, a situation which de- 
manded the services of some one who would 
carry out the policies set down by the present 
administration. Chief among these policies 
will be the warfare on criminally inclined 
corporations and the administration of jus- 
tice in our dependencies in foreign lands. 

Mr. Hadley declared that, with the excep- 
tion of 1864, never before had there been 
greater need that the republican party stand 
firm and tgue to its principles and its poll- 
cies than the present. For the present and 
the future, said he, a continuation of the 
principles and policies of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration is necessary not only for party 
success but also for the maintenance of our 
institutions and the protection of the liber- 
ties of the American people.” 


OHIO “FIGHT” IS A TAME ONE. 


In Only Two Counties of State Are Taft 
Men Opposed in Primary Elec- 
tion Today. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 10.—Primaries for the 
selection of delegates to the republican state 
convention, which meets in this city on March 
8, will be held tomorrow between the hours 
of 1 and 7 p. m. 

In fifty-two of the eighty-eight counties 
in the state, the primaries will be merely 
a formality; and no actual voting will be 
dotte. In these counties there is but one 
list of delegates in the field, and under a 
recent ruling of the republican state central 
committee, it is not necessary to vote, unless 
there are two contesting tickets. The one 
list of candidates will be certified as having 
been elected. 


Fight in Only Two Counties. 


There will be voting in the remaining thirty- 
six counties because of local political con- 
ditions, and in only two of these will ac- 
tive opposition to the indorsement of Win- 
iam H. Taft for the presidency be made. 

These counties are Knox, where seven 
Foraker men are running as independents, 
and Cuyahoge, where the Foraker people 
have a complete list of delegates. 

The ballots for the primaries in Cuyahoga 
county have been prepared under the euper- 
vision of a county committee composed of 
Taft adherents, which the Foraker people 
have sought to have declared illegal, cen- 
tending that their committee is the only one 
under which primaries can properly be held. 

The fight between the contesting county 
committees was brought up today in the 
Supreme court, where Judge Fiank Wing 
of Cleveland, counsel for the Foraker fac- 
tion, asked leave to bring the matter before 
the court, with the ultimate view of having 
the Taft committee declared incapable of 
acting. 


4 Court Deters Decision. 

The court declared that it would listen to 
the merits of the case, and arguments were 
made by Judge Wing for the Foraker fac- 
tion and by Attorney General Wade Ellis 
for the Taft committee. The court adjourned 
without making a decision or announcing 
when or whether it will render one. 

The Cuyahoga county primaries will there- 
fore be held as originally planned, and if 
the Supreme court declares against the Taft 
committee other primaries will be held later. 

There are opposition tickets up also in 
Lucas and Scioto counties, but the fight in 
these has no bearing on Taft, as the tickets 
in both counties are for him.

If Prof. Willis IL. Moore, chief of the weather bureau, is able to carry out his 
idea the great cities of the country soon will be familiar with weather kiosks which 


will display weather maps, 


forecasts, charts and diagrams, and the instruments 


for, recording all of the elements of the daily weather. 

Prof. Moore's’ plan is to equip the kiosks with the following instruments: A 
standard thermometer, maximum and minimum thermometers, hair hygrometer for 
measuring moisture, thermometer with record sheet arranged to show record for a 


week or more back, and a form of recording rain gauge. 


The small deck roof of 


the kiosk easily can be utilized as a receiving vessel for the rain gauge, the water 
being led into a tipping bucket gauge, having a dial attachment which would show 


the rainfall in hundredths of an inch. 


On one or more faces of the structure maps and charts will be displayed. It is 
proposed also that the structure shall be lighted at night, and it will be made of 
metal which can be kept painted and in good condition. 


FACE BIGGER POSTAL EXPENSE 


Liquidation .of Bond Aided 
Roads’ Debt Means Added Cost. 


ASK CHANGE IN METHODS. 


Investigators Would Have One Man 
Oversee All Work. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 
The joint postal commission, appointed to 
make an investigation of the business meth- 
ods of the postoffice department and postal 
service, which made a preliminary report 
to the senate d house today, discovered 
that the postoffice department, inside of two 
years, will have a small item of $741,172 
added to its expenses through the disap- 
pearance ot the debt to the government of 
certain of bond aided railroads. 

It was found that the remittances for mail 
carrying contracts have been regularly 
withheld from the Union Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific railways and the amounts cred- 
ted by the secretary of the treasury to the 
debts of those railroads. Obtaining the fig- 
ures from the treasury department, the ex- 
perts employed by the postal. commission 
computed the time it would take the govern- 
ment to dispose of these debts and found 
that, at the end of two years, congress would 
have to be requested to make an annual ap- 
propriation to the amount these roads are 
now receiving in credit. 

The commission's experts also found that, 
through the same line of auditing, the 
amounts that have been annually credited 
to the railroads in return for their services 
to the government have not been carried as 
expenditures of the postoffice department, 
but have been charged off by the treasury. 
department without requiring the postoffice 
department to add them to their estimates 
and covering them into the treasury. 


Debts Gone, Roads May Sue. 


Along with the pending expiration of the 

period in which the postal service is, to all 
intents and purposes, having its mails car- 
ried free by the Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific systems there came rumors that 
these roads will have plenty of claims 
against the government by the time their 
debts to it are wiped out, and that they are 
withholding them in order they may sue 
and obtain large cash settlements when they 
are free. : 

In the report submitted today, the commit- 
tee recommends many changes in the meth- 
ods used in conducting the business affairs 
of the postal department. 

Chief among these is a plan to place the 
actual direction of the business in the hands 
of an officer, with necessary assistants, to be 
appointed by the president, for long terme, so 
as to insure the continuity of efficient service. 
The commission also recommends that the 
business of the department be decentralized 
so as to avoid the congestion which impairs 
the efficiency and increases the cost of the 
service; that the bookkeeping, auditing, and 
accounting be simplified, unified, and cen- 
tralized. 


Many Other Changes Asked. 


Submitted with the report of the commis- 
sion is a report of considerable volume from 
two New York accounting firms which were 
assigned to the investigation of the depart- 
ment by the commission last May. The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the more important 
suggestions made: 

That the offices of the fitst, second, third, 
and fourth assistant postmasters gen- 
eral be abolished and that «a di- 
rector of posts be appointed at a 
salary sufficient to attract the best adminis- 
trative talent in the country, and that he be 
given sole charge of the operations of the de- 
partment and service; that the controller 
should be in charge of the whole accounting 
for the department and service, and that the 
duties of the auditor be limited toan audit of 
all the accounts in the propen sense of the

PRESIDENT HAS NEW POLICY 


Wilk Consult Senators on Army 
and Navy Promotions. 


FINDS. OUT THEIR FEELING. 


Trouble Over Confirmation of Wother- 
spoon Responsible for Change. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—[Special.]— 
A small matter of presidential policy in the 
line of making appointments was not in- 
cluded in President Roosevelt's statement as 
to patronage and the method of obtaining 
advice as to nominations, which was pub- 
lished today. 

The president has quietly let it become 
known among certain senators that here- 
after when he takes under consideration a 
proposition of sending an army or navy 
officer of inferior rank hurtling over the 
heads of his s riors to a position at the 
head of the line, he will call into informal 
conference republican senators of the com- 
mittee at the capitol that will have to do 
with the nomination and at least find out how 
they feel about it before he sends the pro- 
motion to the senate. 


Objection to Wotherspoon. 


This decision was made some time ago and 
was brought about by resentment that was 
made known in the senate when the nom:na- 
tion of Lieut. Col. William W. Wotherspoon 
of the Nineteenth infantry was appointed 
brigadier general, the promotion leaving 
more than 100 colonels and lieutenant colo- 
nels to mark time in their respective rapks. 

Wotherspoon’s is only one of a big list of 


presidential nominations hanging fire both 


in the senate as a whole and in the various 
committees. To nearly every one of this list 
can be assigned separate reasons for non- 
confirmation. 

In executive session of the senate today the 
nomination again came up. After an effort 
on the part of the president’s supporters it 
went over until next Monday, when mem- 
bers of the military committee, who have 
themselves been in the army, wili strenu- 
ously argue against the selection, and none 
of.their objections will be based on the plea 
that federal patronage has been sent into 
devious political channels. 

The judiciary committee has four judges 
and as many district attorneys awaiting 
consideration, along with s couple of United 
States marshals. The nnance committee 
has two collectors of internal revenue and 
a director of a mint, whose appointments 
were referred to that committee on Dec. 8, 
yet it seems impossible to report them back 
to the senate. The committee on postoffices 
and postroads has postmasters galore which 
it refuses to report because senators have 
requested delay. 

Senators Foraker and Dick have two dozen 
postmasters under their thumb in the post- 
office committee. They say they bear the 
earmarks of having been appointed on ac- 
count of their allegiance to the Taft cause 
and that they are only delaying things in 
order to make a fuller investigation of thetr 
records. The nomination of Bernhard Bett- 
mann to be collector of internal revenue for 
the first district in Ohio also comes under the 
Foraker ban. 


Longworth’s Man Wins. 


Senator Foraker, when the place became 
vacant, recommended the appointment of 
Congressman Longworth 
recommended Bettmann, and won. Senator 
Foraker asked the finance committee to de- 
lay the report as to the confirmation and it 
has up to the present acquiesced. In the 
committee on judiciary Senator Foraker is 
holding up the nomination of John E. Sater 
to be judge of the Southern district of Ohio. 
J. J. Adams was the man he recommended. 

With these few “ holdups to his credit it 
is easy enough to follow Mr. Roosevelt in his 
letter and realize that without much doubt 
he had Foraker in mind when he discussed 
his practice to refer the nominations to sena- 
tors and representatives and said:

Washingtdn, D. G.. Feb. 10.—{Special.}— 
Senator Foraker, in an address to the senate 
today, replied to the open letter sent out from 
the White house denying that any public 
patronage had been used by the administra- 
tion to further its political purposes. The 
Obio senator had laid aside the violence 
vsually prominent in his addresses relied | 
entirely on a letter which, he alleged, showed 
that such patronage had been used. 

Charles H. Bryson had been given the 
recess appointment as postmaster at Athers, 
O., upon the . of Representa- 
{ive Alfred Douglass and without the solici- 
tation of the speaker himself. Then Bryson 
gave out an interview in which he said Taft 
hed lost his following in Ohio and Foraker 
hed grown in strength. Mr. Foraker, after 
reading this interview to the senate, ob- 
served there was nothing ip it hostile te 
Secretary Taft, but that it expressed an hon- 
est difference of opinion on a subject en- 
tirely within the rights of individual opinion. 

Mr. Bryson returned to Athens, said Mr. 
Foraker, and later received a letter from 
Representative Douglass telling of a talk 
he had with Postmaster General Meyer on 
the subject of the appointment: According 
to this letter, Mr. Douglass had been sent for 
to be told that the president had decided not 
to appoint Mr. Bryson after all. 

Tells of White House Visits. 

From the postoffice department Mr. Doug- 
lass went to the White house, where he took 
up the matter with Mr. Loeb, the president's 


secretary, who said the president could see 


no reason for appointing men to office who 
were not in harmony with his policies. Mr. 
Loeb, according to Mr. Douglass’ letter, 
said the president was determined Mr. Doug- 
lass should recommend another appointment. 

Mr. Foraker said Mr. Douglass had told 
Mr. Bryson it would be advisable for him to 
come to Washington and take the matter 
up himself. After receiving a reply, dated 
Dec. 9, in which Mr. Bryson said he would 
be in Washington within a day or so, Mr. 
Douglass saw the president. The story of the 
conference at the White house was told in 
a letter which Mr. Douglass immediately sent 
to Mr. Bryson, saying: The president blunt- 
ty told me that I would have to recommend 
another man.“ 

Mr. Foraker added he could establish to 
the entire satisfaction of any unbiased mind 
that there are a hundred such cases in Ohio. 


Meyer Denies the Charge. 

Commenting upon Senator Foraker's re- 
marks, Postmaster General Meyer later gave 
out the following: 

1 do not quite understand Senator For- 
aker’s charge in the senate today, because 
his statement itself shows that, notwith- 
standing the president knew that Postmaster 
Bryson favored Foraker, he sent in Bryson's 
name for postmaster at Athens, O. The 
president had previously directed me to hold 
up the nomination, it having been alleged to 
him that Bryson had been guilty of corrup- 
tion and had been a violent opponent of the 
administration’s policies. After looking up 
the matter I notified the president that the 
charges had been investigated, were not sus- 
stained, and proved to be wholly unjustifi- 
able. The president then directed me to send 
in his name.“ 

Mr. Douglass, on the floor of the house, re- 
sponded to Mr. Foraker’s charge against the 
president by declaring he had recommended 
Mr. Bryson for the postmastership and the 
president had appointed him. 


WILLIAMS LOSES HARD FIGHT. 


De Armond Man Is Made Chairman of 
Democratic Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Despite the 
strong opposition by John Sharp Williams 
of Mississippi, leader of the minority in the 
house of representatives, James T. Lloyd, 
representative from the First district of 
Missouri, was tonight elected chairman of 
the democratic congressional campaign com- 
anittee, defeating his rival and Mr. Williams’ 
candidate Representative William H. Ryan 
of the Thirty-fifth district of New York, by 
a vote of 23 to 14. 

Representative Frank Clark of the Second 
district of Florida was elected secretary of 
the committee. In the lack of an open state- 
ment by Mr. Williams of his reasons for op- 
posing Mr. Lioyd, two stories gained circu- 
lation. The first was that Mr. Lioyd’s ad- 
herence to the former candidacy of his col- 
league, Mr. De Armond, for the minority 
leadership was involved in Mr. Williams’ 
support of Mr. Ryan. The second, that Mr. 
Williams believed that a northern man 
should be chosen as chairman of the cam- 
paign committee, on the score that con- 
greasionally the south was solidly demo- 
eratic, and therefore the vote fleld lay in the 
north and should be captained by a northern 
democrat. 

After the election Mr. Lioyd declined to 
say at this time whether, as has been ru- 
mored, the democratic congressional cam- 
paign headquarters will be removed from 
Washington to Chicago. 


ROOSEVELT NAVAL PLAN LOSES. 


House Committee Votes in Favor of 
Two New Battleships Instead 
of Four. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—By a vote of 
18 to 5, one member absent and not vot- 
ing, the house committee on naval affairs 
today rejected the president’s urgent rec- 
ommendation that congress at this session 
authorize the building of four battleships 
at a total cost of $38,000,000, aad by a unan- 
imous vote there was included in the navy 
appropriation bill an authorization for the 
construction of two, to cost $9,500,000 each, 
and to be of the Delaware type. 

The naval appropriation bill as amended 
and agreed upon by the committee carries 
a total appropriation of 311.000, 000 for the 
navy establishment for the next fiscal year, 
about $24,000,000 less than was asked for 
in the department estimates. 

Under the head of new authorizations, for 
whose fulfillment congress is bound to ap- 
propriate money at the next session if the 
bill as recommended passes the house and 
genate, the committee included two battle- 
ships to cost $19,000,000, ten destroyers, 
$8,500,000; eight submarine torpedo. boats, 
$3,040,000; total, $30,540,000, or $38,730,000 
less than the total for new authorizations 
asked for by the navy department. 


SIGNS A TREATY WITH FRANCE. 


Secretary Root and Ambassador Jus- 
serand Agree to Plan for Arbitration 
of Any Issues That May Arise. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 10.—Secretary 
Root. and Ambassador Jusserand today 
signed a treaty providing for the arbitra- 
tion of any issue that may arise between 
France and America. It will have to be sub- 
mitted to the senate and to the French ex- 
ecutive before it can become effective.

Lewis Turns Oratory Loose. 

When the stage was cleared and all the 
lawyers and princtpals in their places, the 
floods of oratory were turned loose by Mr.

An attorney of Vienna, Dr. Elbogen, who 
had frequently compromised the. count’s 
debts with the family’s money, finally ad- 
vised htm to go to America. The count did 
go to America and lived there two years. He 
repeatedly reassured his creditors by holding 
out to them the prospect of his marriage to 
an American heiress. He periodically caused 
intimations that he was engaged to be pub- 
lished. He returned home in 1896 without an 
American bride. His eldest brother then in- 
creased the count's annuity to $4;800 and had 
him elected to the Hungarian parliament.

him into the highest social circles. Through 
the commissiong these introductions netted 
him the count was enabled to keep his head 
above water.

Count Alexander traveled with Count 
Szecheny! at the latter’s expense to New 
York, where he met Mrs. Vanderbilt for the 
first time. 

None of the count’s family expects to go 
to New York to attend the count’s wedding.

Finance Committee Must Prune. 


Up to date the committee has had a pleas- 
ant time, but has now come to the point where 
it will have to stop and retrace its steps. It 
has listened amiably to the requests of de- 
partment heads for money to do this or that 
thing with and as amiably has put down the 
figures. But they were always inserted with 
a soft lead pencil, the marks of which could 
be easily erased. This pleaged the depart- 
ment heads and did not do any special harm, 

The result is the bill is now nearly $4,000,000 
in excess of the income of the city, and when 
the items come to be written in in ink there 
must be a lot of cutting down if anything like 
an attempt to make both ends meet is to be 
made. 

We have gone as far as we can on the 
present tack,” remarked Chairman Bennett, 
“and will have to try the retrenchment plan 
hereafter.”’

NEW TRUST DEED REPORT 


Mattias Larsen Gives Mortgage 
to Secure Loan of $3,500; 
Receives $350, 


Who was in partnership with Archie C. 
| T'adeile, former o of the defunct pri- 
vate bank at 94 La Salle street? 

This is a new mystery in the tangled at- 
fairs of the dank that greatly concerned 
some of the creditors yesterday. It appears 
that since last October the benking concern 
went under the name of Archie C. Tisdelle 
& Co, This wae brought out at the exciting 
meeting of the creditors in J. D. Farrell's 
law office in the Stock Exchange bullding, 
and the inference was given out that perhaps 
some of those most actively.in in the 
affairs of the depositors at present might be 
stockholders: in the bank. This is flatly de- 
nied by J. J. Sonsteby, secretary the cred- 
itors’ committee, who ig gathering in proxies 
to insure the election of a favorable trustee, 
and by A. B. Adair, both of whom were stock- 
holders in the original Commonwealth Trust 
and Savings bank. the assets of which ulti- 
mately were turned ovér to Tisdelle’s bank. 

Because the pass books and checks of the 
old Commonwealth bank were used by the 
Tisdelle bank up to the time of the assign 
ment some of the depositors thought perhaps 
the stockholders’\interest might have con- 
tinued through to the Tisdelle bank 

Sonsteby Makes 8 

“Mr. Adair and myself have no interest in 
the Tisdelle bank othér than that of deposit- 
ora,“ said Mr. Sonsteby yesterday. The 
Commonwealth bank, which was known as a 
labor union bank, decided to quit ‘business 
because the state auditor had informed us 
that the bank could not do business here un- 
der an Arizona charter. The stockholders 
agreed to turn over the business to G. W. 
Dreblow, as a private banker. Later he ~~ 
1 that it was against, the law to 
Aa private bank under corporate name, 80 
Drebl transferred the business to Edwin 
C. Kingsbury, a private banker. 

“There was an understanding up to this 
time that if Kingsbury succeeded in making 
a state bank out of the institution the origi- 
nal stockholders should receive, in addition 
to their interests, enough to offset the money 
expended by them in starting the bank in the 
first place. The state bank didn't materialize 
and here our interests as stockholders 
ceased. When the bank went to Tisdelle our

Find Another Crooked Deal. 

Another of the numerous Tisdelle deals 
came to light yesterday. David P. Rankin, 
a real estate dealer in the Real Estate Board 
building, explained the deal to Attorney Far- 
rell, who represents the “ anti-depositors’ 
committee " faction: 

Mattias Larsen, a friend of mine, got a 
building loan from Tisdelle of $8,500 last 
October,“ said Mr. Rankin. Up to the 
time tha bank failed he had drawn but $350 
on the loan, although he had placed a trust 
deed in Tisdelle’s hands for the full amount. 

The day after the fallure I went to Cant- 
well, Tisdelle’s brother-in-law, after I found 
the bank doors locked, Cantwell said if Mr. 
Larsen would pay back the $350 advanced 
on the loan the deed would be returned to 
him. This was agreed to. 

“In the meantime C. W. Clyde, who is in 
business at 60 Canal street, phoned Mr. Lar- 
sen that he held the trust deed, declaring 
that he had paid Tisdelle $3,500 for it last 
November.“

Illinois Steel company’s plant in South Chi- 
cage yesterday following a rumor that all 
men laid off during the recent financial crisis 
would be placed back at work. 

The rumor gained circulation when the men 
from the plate, slab, and structural mills 
were told to report.. These men, 2,000 in 
number, were given employment. These 
mills were closed down for repairs three, 
weeks ago. This work was co 
day afternoon, and the mills we reopened 
yesterday. 

William A. Field, general superintendent 
of the plant, said the rail and other mills 
also were undergoing repairs, which prob- 
ably would be completed this week. 

Hundreds of men gathered at the gate early 
in the morning hoping to secure employment. 
When the structural and plate workers were 
taken in the remaining 3,000 waited until 
nearly noon before dispersing. 

It is the hope of the steel company’s of- 
fic‘als to have the entire plant in operation, 
with 11,000 men, by Feb. 17. Seven thousand 
men now are employed there.

ATTACKS WHEEL TAX AS UNFAIR 


Harder’s Storage Company Seeks In- 
junction to Restrain City from En- 
forcing It and Tire Rule. 


The expected attack on the wheel tax and 
wide tire, ordinances was made in the Circuit 
court yesterday. It tame in the form of a 
plea for an injunction to restrain the city 
from enforcing them. ‘The writ is asked for 
by Harder’s Storage and Van company, 

which says it owns thirty vehicles subject 
to the ordinances, and claims to speak also 
for the owners of 75,000 more vehicles, valued 
at $3,000,000.

Door to Be Enlarged. 

Mr. Tansey says he will show that no in- 
tentional injustice was done the plump mem- 
bers of the organizations by having a car- 
penter cut another door into ung chairman’s 
room.

TESTS AT SCHOOL BUILDING 
SHOW SMOKE CAN BE STOPPED 


Inspector Bird 3 That No More 
Permits Will Be Issued to Type of 
Boilers Now in Use. 


Smoke Inspector Paul P. Bird said yes- 
terday the board of education must stop its 
smoky chimneys the same as everybody else 
in Chicago. He declared that recent tests 
at the Felsenthal schodi had shown it could 
be done with the present boiler equipment if 
the proper changes were made. In the fu- 
ture, however, no permits would be granted 
for boilers of the type now uged in the school 
buildings. 

There is no class of factories or bund 
ings in Chicago,“ said he, that smoke more 
continually or consistently than the school 
houses. The fact indicates that the equip- 
ment they are using in heating the buildings 
is of faulty design or the people in charge 
of this work are negligent in their work. 

The tests made in the Felsenthal school 
did stop the smoke. The operation of the 
boiler during the tests was entirely satis- 
factory. It was not made on a boiler hav- 
ing a brick arch furnace such as we would 
now grant permission for, either. The boilers 
were left im the same condition they were 
before except a brick arch was built over the 
furnace. If a new boiler were to be installed 
this department would require it. to be set 
a good deal higher above the grates, and the 
result would have been quite different from 
an economical standpoint. 

“It is true that the tests which were made 
did seem to indicate more coal must be used 
than with the old setting. But if new boilers 
were properly set much cheaper fuel could 
be used without smoke.

Relatives of Young Hamlin Com- 
plain of Procedure; Graft 
in Ice Harvest? 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Pontiac, Hl., Feb. 10.—{Special.]—Because 


of some sudden and unexplained change of 
plans on the part of the trustees of the state 
reformatory, the investigation of brutality 
which resulted in the death of William Ham- 
lin came to an abrupt end in a secret hearing 
here today. be 

In spite of the fact that the hearing which 
had been scheduled to take place here today 
was officially called off, the two witnesses 
whose testimony was to have been taken 
were heard secretly by Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows, chairman of the board of trustees. 

Just previous to Bishop Fallows’ departure 
from Chicago to Pontiac everybody. inter- 
ested in the hearing, including newspaper 
men, were told that nothing would be done 
during the day. It was due to these asser- 
tions on the part of the trustees that no offi« 

lal was present at the hearing but Bishop 

lows. Not even State’s Attorney A. C. 

Ball of Livingston county, who. has been 
watching the investigation closely, with a 
view to causing a grand jury investigation 
of the various charges of brutality on the 
part of reformatory officials, was present. 
He refused to say why he took no part in 
this hearing. a 


Witnesses Exonerate Guards. 

The two witnesses heard are Ray Kent and 
John Collins, both inmates of the institution 
and trusties. As far as can be learned their 
testimony furnished a complete exoneration 
for the guards and officials of the institution. 
This fact did not surprise those who have 
been in close touch with the case, however, 
in view of the fact that both youths still are 
subject to the authority of the officials 
under fire and probable candidates for the 
solitary "’ which resulted in Hamlin's death. 

Collins’ testimony was a verification in 
every detail of the defense of Hamlin's 
guards, in which they declare that Hamlin 
caused his own death by jumping from the 
top of his cell. Kent told a story along am- 
ilar lines. 

Tes, said Collins, I was on duty in the 
hospital a few nights after Hamlin was 
brought in and he told me that he had tried 
to commit suicide because he couldn't stand 
to stay in the solitary.” 

“Did you see ‘any bruises on his body?” 
asked Bishop Fallows. No,” was the re- 
ply. ‘‘I saw no bruises or injuries.” 

Then Kent was called. He also was on 
duty as a trusty in the hospital during the 
time that Hamlin was confined there. ‘tHe 
added details to the story told by Collins 
without varying it in the slightest detail. 
The assertions of both inmates constituted a 
complete whitewash for the institution. 


No Chance to Cross Examine. 

The chief complaint on the part of Ham- 
in's relatives against this form of procedure 
is that it gave the state's attorney no oppor- 
tunity to cross examine the witnesses. No 
matter how straight their stories might have 
been on direct examination one of the friends 
of the family asserted a little prodding on the 
part of a cross examiner might have proved 
them to be a fabric of lies. 

Did these ‘witnesses: go into details as to 
the manner of Hamiin’s: ed attempt to 
commit suicide ‘Bishop F s was asked. 

No, they didn’t tell that,“ he replied. 

“* They-didn't-refer to the incident in a jail 
at Quincy some years ago in which he is de- 
elated’ to have eaten some matches, did 
they?“ 5 

O0. no, they were talking of his attempt to 
kill himself in the cell here at the reforma- 
tory,” replied Bishop. Fallows. 


Denial as to Ice Harvest. 

During the day a new feature of the al- 
ready tangled case came to light in the dis- 
covery that State’s Attorney Ball had been 
receiving ice harvested by reformatory 
trusties from the state's grounds. Mr. Ball's 
icehouse was filled with ice om permission of 
Supt. M. M. Mallary. 

Mr. Ball waxed indignant when questioned 
about the story that he hed been receiving 
ice from the state’s grounds. 

They're all liars!’’ he exclaimed. “TI will 
not discuss such stories.“

| Governor Will Defend the Asy- 


lums Now Being Investigated. 


SEES POLITICS IN INQUIRY. 


He Holds Institutions of Other States 


Are as Bad or Worse. 


‘Gov. Deneen's reply to the charges which 
have been made against the state institutions 
and which are being investigated by a legis- 
lative committee, will be made public today. 

It is an elaborate document, over which 
the officers of the state administration have 
been working for many Gays, and in it the 
gevernor will endeavor to prove the falsity of 
some charges end to explain others. At first 
it was reported that it would be made the 
vebicle for some remarks derogatory to mem- 
bers of the state board of charities, but it is 
said that the only reference to the members 
is in pralse of them. 

The governor is pretty thoroughly con- 
vinced that the institutions are being at- 
tacked because he is a candidate for renom- 
ination and m his statement of conditions he 
endeavors to show just what improvements 
have been put under way in the asylums, 
what are needed, and how the institutions 
compare with those of other states. 


Worse in Other States. 

By comparative statements he will under- 
take to show that the record of injuries and 
accidents in the Illinois asylums is the record 
common to all institutions Which have the 
care of the mentally and physically unsound 
and that if, there be anything remarkable 
about the redord in this state it is in ite favor. 

Publication of the governor's answer to the 
charges will be made simultaneously in all 
the republican papers of the state and the 
administration hopes that the official state- 
ment of conditions will counteract the im- 
pression which the people have been gaining 
as the result of the publication of stories of 
misbehavior and mismanagement in the in- 
stitutions. 

The legislative investigating committee, 
which resumes its sessions in Chicago this 
morning, will get practically the same state- 
ment of facts from the members of the state 
board of charities, who have asked that they 
be put on the witness stand. 

The committee will hear the stories of pa- 
rents of boys injured at the Lincoln home for 
the feeble minded, especially that of the pa- 
rents of the Giroux boys, whose injuries 
started the inquiry. 


May Not Call Miss Lathrop. 

It then will hear Dr. Frank Billinge and 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, members of the state 
board. Miss Julia Lathrop may not be heard. 
The committeemen are a Httle afraid of Miss 
Lathrop and they would prefer to take their 
chancee with Dr. Billings and Dr. Hirsch. 

It will be necessary for the committee to 
return to Lincoln before the inquiry into 
the management of that institution has been 
completed, although it is intended to take 
as much testimony as possible in Chicago. 
Rooms for the hearing have been engaged in 
the Monadnock building. 

Charges involving the Elgin asylum man-

SAYS ASYLUMS ARE IMPROVING. 


Dr. E. d. Hirsch Asserts State Institu- 
tions Have Been Benefited by the 
Investigations Made. 


Dr. Emil G. Hirsch took occasion to make 
another passing reference to the investiga- 
tlons belng conducted at the various state 
charjtable institutions yesterday afternoon, 
when he addressed the Council of Jewish 
Women at-its meeting at Sinai temple. 

Treffer to the ‘much maligned’ state in- 
stitutions,” he said. “If any one who really 
wants facts cares to make an investigation 
of these establishments he will find that a 
remarkable series of improvements has been 
instituted there.

tion before Judge Kohlsaat 8 He | 
refused to take jurisdiction and passed the 
question on to the interstate commerce on- 
mission. 


The suit was brought by the Boynton Wool 
Scouring company of Chicago in the United 
States Circutt court for a preliminary injunc- 
tion to restrain the Michigan Central rail- 
road from maintaining a ruling. foreing ship- 
pers to do their own loading of cars in ship- 
ments made from teaming tracks, in ship- 
ments of carioad lots. 

Attorneys for the complainants filed affi- 
davits showing that previous to October, 1907, 
the railroad company and other companies. 
for fifty years previous, regarded the loading 
and unloading of cars as a part of the busi- 
ness of transportation, but that in October 
the Michigan Central sent out a circular to 
shippers announcing the discontinuance of 
the custom, and requiring al! shippers to load 
their own cars from the teaming tracks. The 
order went into effect Jan. 1, and thereafter 
the railroad company and its agents refused 
to receive for transportation from the com- 
plaining company freight in carload lots un- 
less the consigrror should do the loading into 


the cars. 
Decision of the Court. 


“ Assuming that the duty of handling 


freight is a part of the charge of the inter- 
state commerce act, and that no part of the 
rates filed with the commission is involved, 
and no established method of pursuing 
business of transportation is set forth, 
should not grant the preliminary injunction 
asked for im this case, especially in the ab- 
sence of allegations infthe bill of the com- 
plainants,”’ said Judge Kohisaat, in giving 
his decision. “ The question of what * receiv- 
ing and, ‘ delivering’ mean, and also just 
what are the facilities which the raflroad 
must offer under the provisions of the inter- 
state commerce act certainly are involved in 
the whole question of transportation. But I 
am inclined to think these are things for the 
commission to settle, whether the company 
is fulfilling its duties and whether the act Is 
being violated. 

It this were a question of equity it should 
have been brought up before the rule went 
into effect and the complainants might have 
asked for an injunction restraining the com- 
pany from putting into effect the notice. As 
it is, I cannot grant the preliminary injunc- 
tion.” 


Decision on Fish Injunction Suit. 

Judge Ball of the United States Circuit 
court announced that he will give his deci- 
sion in the injunction suit which wil deter- 
mine the control of the Illinois Central and 
the present fight between the Harriman- 
Harahan and Fish factions at 10 o’clock on 
the morning of Feb. 20. The announcement 
is made in order that New York counsel for 
Harriman as well as Chicago attorneys for 
both sides, and probably Mr. Fish himself, 
may be present.
